The Range Rover fled the scene. 

The driver of the Maserati lost control of 
the car and crashed into a taxi, which burst 
into flames. The Maserati, which had a pas- 
senger, struck another four cars, he said. 

The drivers of the Maserati and the taxi 
were killed, as was a passenger in the taxi. The 
Maserati passenger and three others were 
taken to a hospital. 

There was no known motive for the shoot- 
ing, Hernandez said. The Strip was partly shut 
down after the shooting. 

“The Strip is a busy place,” he said. “It’s 
truly a 24-hour town, and that means we’ll get 
help with investigating this incident.”

SOME MILD AND WILD GUESSES 
ABOUT THIS YEAR’S OSCARS 

For context about predictions of major 
entertainment events, Duff Goldman 
from ‘Ace of Cakes” correctly predicted 
the result of this year’s Super Bowl. NFL 
experts did not. 

Likewise, making Oscar predictions can 
be a bit ridiculous, since usually the name 
of the game is predicting what everyone 
else predicts and going rogue on just a few. 
Thankfully, this year’s Oscar race is more 
interesting than usual. Several big cat- 
egories (Best Director, Best Actress and 
Best Supporting Actor, in particular) are far from guaranteed, 
unlike the Best Supporting Actress category, which will (but 
shouldn’t) go to Anne Hathaway for “Les Miserables.” 

So let’s take a look at the majority pick for the winner, my 
estimation of its accuracy and the surprises Fd welcome.

“Lincoln” 

Accurate? Yes. 

Surprise: Day-Lewis acknowl- 
edges Joaquin Phoenix’s stand- 
out work in “The Master,” which 
will be forever chilling. People’s 
memories of Phoenix’s anti-Os- 
car comments won’t last past 
March. 



Majority: Unne Hathaway , “Les Miserables” 
Accurate? 100 percent. This is a perfect ex- 
ample of buzz turning into certainty. Hathaway 
is pretty good in the role, but has a few over-act- 
ed moments. Like nearly all her performances, 
Hathaway hits it as hard as she can. But even for 
a character reaching an emotional peak, it’s too 
much. 

Surprise: In the biggest Oscar shock of all time, 
Amy Adams (“The Master”) wins instead. Her 
speech is neither rambling nor annoying. 



Majority: There isn’t one, which is awesome. 

All of the nominees have won before, which 
isn’t as awesome for those of us who like root- 
ing for the underdog. 

Accurate? Alan Arkin won’t win for “Argo” and 
I don’t think Robert De Niro should win for be- 
ing good again in “Silver Linings Playbook” just 
because he’s spent so much of the last decade 
giving weak performances. I also prefer it 
doesn’t go to Tommy Lee Jones for “Lincoln.” 
Surprise: Whatever you thought of “The 
Maste r” or “Django Unchained, ” you have to 
admit [Philip Seymour Hoffrnaij and, to a slight- 
ly lesser extent, Christoph Waltz (in what really 
was a lead role) are phenomenal in the films. 
Let’s honor one of them. 



Majority: It’s up in the air between Jennifer [

When trust 
is paramount, a new 
face, particularly one 
attached to a body 
the size of human 
anvil Dwayne John- 
son, is the opposite of 
credible. 

Yet that’s exactly what construction man- 
ager John Matthews (Johnson) does when 
he convinces vicious/gullible Missouri drug 
dealer Malik (Michael K. Williams of “The 
Wire”) that he can help transport giant drug 
shipments. What Malik might have learned 
with a quick Google search— worth noting: 
earlier in the film John reads the Wikipedia 
page for “drug cartel”— is that John’s i8 -year- 
old son Jason (Rafi Gavron) faces at least 
lo years in prison after being picked up for 
accepting a package from his drug dealer pal. 
Since the prosecutor (Susan Sarandon, sleep- 
ing) will reduce the sentence only if Jason 
snitches on bigger crooks, John combines 
his love for his son with his massive physique 
to do for the DEA in a matter of weeks 
what probably would take years in a real-life 
investigation. 


It’s safe to say Jason would be screwed if 
his dad were Steve Carell. 

The 1 1 2 -minute “Snitch” is “inspired by 
true events”— which means almost noth- 
ing. It’s certainly no excuse for the film 
generally presenting characters’ innocence 
as proportional to their whiteness or the 
story’s shocking low energy, from its moody, 
strings-based score to its persistent lack of 
action. 

Really anyone who calls “Snitch” “action- 
packed” is flat-out lying. I think the movie 
actually made my heart beat slower. 

From one of Johnson’s vaguest perfor- 
mances to Barry Pepper playing a DEA agent 
(his goatee makes Jeff Bridges’ “The Dude” 
look sophisticated), the acting in “Snitch” 
rarely rises above funny —which also is true 
of its presentation of the war on drugs. 

You’re better off renting “The House I Live 
In,” Eugene Jarecki’s upsetting documentary 
about the ineffectiveness and inherent racial 
bias behind many drug penalties and mini- 
mum sentences. 

Or, hey, see “Snitch,” which shows the 
emotional impact of risky decisions but also 
suggests an average, determined dad can es- 
cape a mugging and near-carjacking with only 
a small nick on his head. Good advice!

In the (imaginary) 
low-budget movie-

The Illinois-set “Future Weather” falls 
smack in the middle of this indie subgenre, 
and it’s neither a disposable piece of formula 
nor an engrossing tale that makes the most 
of its parts. Thirteen-year-old Lauduree 
(Perla Haney-Jardine) has turned out incred- 
ibly well considering her dad died when she 
was 2 and her irresponsible mom (Marin Ire- 
land, who played “Upset visitor” in Steven 
Soderbergh’s recent “Side Effects”) takes off 
for California to be a makeup artist, leaving 
her daughter only a goodbye note and $50. 

A science fiend who prefers to work alone 
and wants to live alone, Lauduree would be 
happy— well, not happy, but fine— trying to 
support herself 

Of course, a teenager can’t do that, and 
Lauduree’s situation may affect the plans of 
her grandma (Amy Madigan), who wants to

move to Florida and make her long-distance 
relationship with her boyfriend (William 
Sadler of “The Shawshank Redemption”) 
short-distance. 

It’s tough to generate dramatic momentum 
around a 13-year-old researching carbon diox- 
ide. Lauduree’s friendship with nice new kid 
and fellow science fan Neel (Anubhav Jain) is 
sweet, but the coming-of-age moments barely 
fit into the bigger picture. The thematic 
notion of finding a safe environment for an 
endangered species (and child) also comes off 
as a stretch in the context of global warming 
and, as Lauduree claims, the notion of Florida 
possibly being underwater in 30 years. 

In her science teacher (Lili Taylor of “High 
Fidelity”), Lauduree finds an advocate for 
her cause and hope that she’s not the only 
one trying to keep her world, in the large and 
small sense, spinning properly Well-acted but 
ultimately underwhelming, “Future Weather” 
skips a rock through a common story, but 
not without cracking the surface of children’s 
need for help in a variety of pursuits.

Before the Oscar- 
nominated documen- 
tary “The Gatekeep- 
ers,” members of 
Israel’s secret service 
known as the Shin 
Bet had never given 
interviews. So why 
were they willing to participate in this film? 
Why is it now OK to give an inside look 
into former missions and the feelings of the 
former heads of the operation? 

Director Dror Moreh’s film does not 
answer these questions, nor does it do a 
particularly good job of providing context 
for the never-ending conflict between Israel 
and Palestine. Moreh relies primarily on 
the stories of, and his interviews with, six 
former heads of the Shin Bet. 

This alternately provides fascinating ac- 
counts of ethical complexity, such as a case 
in which a rare attempt to consider collat- 
eral damage resulted in nearly all the targets 
surviving, and thinly sketched observations 
that require a lot more information about 
who these guys are, how they were chosen

and what it was like to be in the organiza- 
tion. 

“The Gatekeepers” poses difficult ques- 
tions about the luxury of a moral high ground 
against an enemy that delights in the creation 
of suffering, but it does not feel nearly as 
nuanced or well-researched as “Zero Dark 
Thirty” It’s impossible not to respond to 
accounts of the Shin Bet trying to deter the 
orders of extremist rabbis or stories of inac- 
curate intelligence that leads to the deaths of 
innocents. 

"^t the film is lacking enough in informa- 
tion that I couldn’t help but look at one 
elderly former head of the Shin Bet and 
think, “People may have been scared of you 
then, but the only frightening thing about 
you now is the hair leaping out of your nose.” 
It doesn’t derail the movie or anything, but 
producers really should have demanded 
those weeds be cut before shooting.

‘Austin” left me 
wondering if am supposed to think a couple 
would enjoy conceiving a child in the back 
room of an adult video store, and “Tampa” 
uses the thin hook of a gay man’s shyness 
as an excuse to depict a mini-gay porn of 
masturbation fantasies and a— if you get the 
idea already stop reading now— tidal wave of 
(presumably fake) semen. 

Only “San Francisco” actually has a degree 
of emotional involvement, even if it blends 
“The Diving Bell and the Butterfly” with 
“The Sessions.”

Pink has entered into a committed relation- 
ship with wedding gowns. 

Blushing bridal gowns marched down 
the aisle as far back as 2002— an eternity in 
the annals of celebrity marriage and fashion 
trends— when Gwen Stefani married Gavin 
Rossdale wearing a John Galliano for Chris- 
tian Dior gown.
